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In reviewing what God haa done for ua sinc” 
we last met, we see many things which call for 
gratitude & praise; which teach us that the King 
of Zion haa not utterly withdrawa from us ite 
tokens of his favour. An external regard to th 
meansof grace continues; benevolent institutions 
are in maaoy of our congregations receiving hh 
beral patronage; Bible, Missionary, Tract and 
Education Societies have been in general tosti- 
tuted, and are fl yurishings—The Synod are re 
joiced to learn thal that most effectral means of 
‘communicaing koowledge to the young by Sah 
bath Schools and Bible Classes, is 'a operation 
in moet of our churches. We regard this as 
one of the most efficient inatrumente in the hand 
of Providence of securing the satvation of the 
soul, and would earnestly recommead to those 
ministers who have not established then to in- 
etitute them without delay, and tirect to them 
all that attention which they so justly demand 
The youth are the hope of the Church, and re 
quire the particular anxiety and care of the pas- 
tor; they have a right to expect it, agreeably to 
the command which the shepherd and Beshon o! 
souls may he said to give his ninisters,“*Feed my 
lambs.” We have observed with pleasure that 
in one or two of our congregations, spec:s! con- 
certs of praver for this class of our people have 
been held, where affectionate and pointed ad- 
dresses have been maletothe young. We re- 
gard itas anexamp'e worthy the imitation of 
minisiers. [fssch a coocert of fervent prayer 
were frequentiy to he observed in all of our 
churches, we should have reason to expect the 
fulfilment of that gracious promise, “tl will 
pour my spirit upon thy see, and my blessing 
upoo thine offspring, and they shall spring up 
as among the grass as willows by the water 
courses,”? 

But though we have cause for gratitude that 
God has not eatirely forsaken ug that he has pre 
served our Zion another year in the midat ol 
merited wrath, yet we have as great occasion for 
humiliation and mourning on account of the 
languishing state of religion in our churches — 
It was truly affecting and heart-sickening tolis 
ten tothe report of the pasiors during the free 
conversation on thissubject. Wit'; the excep- 
tion of the ist church in Richmond, and the 
congregation of Lynchburg that are now enjoy 
ip ing appearances, a!l the other chucgh 
es ae sunk in coldness, and most chilling tn- 
difference. Many parts of the Divine vineyard 
which once highly flourished, on which the spi- 
rit once descended ‘‘as the small rain upon the 
tender herb, and as the showers upon the grass,” 
are now withering. In some of our churclies 
where the monthly concert was once observed 
there is now Go such means of impar'ing know- 
ledge to the youthful mind; where some of the 
most pious inembers were removed by death or 
emigration, none have come forward to supply 

\atheir places in the church of God # In one con- 
gregation large and otherwise respectable, there 
were such divisions aod dissentions as dissipat- 
ed the religious impressions of many youth;— 
contention and strife as prevented the adminis- 
tration of the communion for nearly two years.— 
But eves’ in those churches where no euch evils 
exist, where there is harmony and brother'y love; 
where the standards of the church are steadfast 
ly maintained; where there is an attentive out- 
ward regard tothe Divine ordinances; where 
religious and benevolent societies exist ia their 
full extent, there have been no revivals. No 
special influence of the spirit seems to have vi- 
gited our churches, no unusual blessing to bave 
accompanied the means of grace; no spirit of 
prayer to have been poured out upon christians. 
No cry is frequently heard, ‘what shall Ido to 
ba saved;*? no crowd 0! weeping prortents 
seen moving to the foot of the cross, Such is 
the statement of our ministers, they ery, we have 
laboured almost in vain; we sre spending our 
strength almost for sanant.!etrebren, some 
thing must be done. Christ is addressing us,as he 
did the church of Laodicea: “I koow thy works 
that thou art neither cald nor hot; I would thou 
wert cold or hot.”? If we desire and expect a vi 
sitation of reviving love.we must feel that we are 
lukewarm, and carry our feelings to a throne of 
grace, and there ferveotly pray that God 
“would strengthen the things which remain that 
are ready to die.” Letthe ministers of Christ 
trise, and be incited to greater faithfuloess ana

SYNOD OF NORTH CAROLINA. 


The thirteenth session of this Synod met in 
Fayetteville on the Ist of November, and was 
constituted by prayer, A sermon was preached 
by the Rev. J. Witherspoon, from 2 Cor. v. 20. 
‘Now then we are embassadors for Christ.’— 
After which, conversations were held on the 
state of religion within the bounds of the Synod. 
In the evening the Svnod united in a prayer 
meeting especially for the outpouring of the Spi- 
ritof God on the churches of that State, and 
throughout the world. 

From the “conversations,” we learn that 
here have been encouraging prospects in sever- 
ol places, particularly Stoney Creek, Harmony, 
Washington and Milton. In the last of which, 
achurch has been organized,and a large aod 
convenient meeting-house erected. The fol- 
lowing are extracts from the ‘*conversations, as 
we find them inthe North Carolina Telegraph. 

“From the free couversations held by the 
members of Synod on the state of religion, aod 
of benevolent and religious institutions, it ap 
nears that the present state ofour churches does 
not vary much from that of which an account 
was given last vear. he Synod consists of 
tive Presbyteties, and 57 ordained Ministers; 
ind have under their care 181 congregationa, 
8 licentiates, and 11 candidates for the Gospe! 
ninistry —Of these churches, 84 are supplied 
atatedly; and 47 are destitute of the regular and 
stated ordinances of religion. The charities of 
the people have beea extended to the Bible, 
Tract and Missionary Soci-ties, previously 
formed, in most, if not all the congregatiuns of 
the Svnod. Societies, auxiliary tu the Ameri- 
can Colonization Soc:ety, continue to receive 
patronage from many sections of our church, 
andthe grand scheme of benevolence, which 
that society is continval’y bringing before them, 
sreceiviog the mereased aitention of the pup- 
ie. Siunuday Schoo's and Bible Classes, which 
way be emphatically called the nurseries of the 
ehureh, and towhic we must, ina great mea- 
sure, look for the religious insiruetion of the 
children and youth of our charges, are rapidly 
growing in importance, in the estimation of both 
ninisters and people. 

We are called upon to rejoice, that the Lord 
vas sprinkled a few mercy drops under the thirs- 
ty hill of Zion: but we should rejoice with trew 
bling; for while, here aad there, this blessing 
has been felt, the great body ofour church has 

perievced a lameatable druoght, in spiritual 
iings; Zion mourns, that so few come to her 
solemn feasts; and death has appeared among 
us; and taken from our midst, those with whom 
we have been in the habit of frequenting tie 
house of God, and with whom we have taken 
sweet counsel. These things call upon us to 
humble ourselves before God; that peradveature, 
he may vet refresh us, with a visit from his pre- 
sence, and an outpouring of his spirit,” 

(The most important and interesting measure, 
says the Telegraph, which the Synod have a- 
dopted, at their late Sessions,—and indeed, we 
may venture to say, which they have ever adopt- 
ed,—is the Union they have tormed with the Sy- 
nod of Virginia, inthe support and government 
of the Theological Seminary, in Prince Edward 
County, in that Stat At the Sessions of Sy 
nod in Greensborough, last year, incipient mea- 
sures were adopted, to prepare the way for this 
interesting union. Previous to that period, the 
Seminary had been under the exclusive man- 
agement of the Presbytery, through the agency 
of delegates, who attended the meeting of Sy 
vod at Greensborough, the Synod appointed a 
Commitee of their body, to meet a Committee of 
the Presbytery of Hanover, to discuss aud settle 
the principles on which the Seminary should be 
conducted. We mentioned last week, that the 
hearing of the report of the joint Committee was 
nade the order of the day for Friday morning. 
We are now bappy in being ableto state, that, 
agreeably to this arrangement, that Committee 
exibiied, at the time appointed, a report, con- 
taining the basis of the Union mentioned above. 
teow of its conditions, power was reserved for 
the Presbytery of Hanover to resign the ma 
agemeni of the Seminary, tothe Synod of Vir- 
ginia; with the understanding, that, ia such an 
event, the operations of the Seminary should be 
conducted fy a Board of Directors, appointed 
by the Synods of Virginia and North Carolina.-- 
After spending the greater part of Friday and 
Saturday, ia solemn deliberation on this subject, 
and then, in fervent supplication, imploring Di- 
vine direction, the Synod, with but two dissent 
iug votes, passed the following resolution, viz.

Extract from the Narrative of the state of Religion 
within the bounds of the Synod of New Jersey. 
#’ But amid the@pmanifold tokeas of the Diviee 
goodness, we would commemorate with 
feelings of the warmeat gratitude, the ef- 
fusions of the Holy Spirit which have been en- 
joyed during the past year, in the Preshytery 
of New Brouswick,—-Cranbe iry has been vis.t- 
ed with gentle dews of grace. In the Presby- 
tery of Newton, the congregations of Hardwick, 
Sillwater, and Marksborough, a refreshing sea- 
gon has beea enjoyed,—and 6U have been add- 
ed to those churches: appearances still continue 
interesting. lathe Presbytery of Newark, the 
three churches in Newark, the churches at Or 
ange, Bloomfield, New Foundland, Wantage, 
and New Milford, where during the preceding 
year revivals prevailed, have been suffered to 
reap little more than the gleanings of the harvest. 
In some churches of the Presbyteries of Eliza- 
bethtown and Susqueliannah, the spirit has been 
largely sent down, and wonders of divine grace 
nave heen wroaght. Inthe congregations of 
Westfield and Springfield, belonging to the 
Presbytery of Elizabethtown, although the spe- 
cial influences of the Spirit seem almost with- 
drawa, yet the converts recently made, continue 

sieadfasily to adora the Gospel. 

In the first church, the dews of divine grace 
have descended, the church has been consider- 
ably enlarged, her former members have been 
quickeued to new diligence and new fervor, 
and they continue still to edify one another in 
love. Inthe twochurctes, Elizabethtown, the 
spirit’s influence has been largely felt. In the 
second church 30 have been already received as 
the fruits of this work,and more are yet expect 
ed. Inthe Ist church indications of a revival 
were first perceived about the beginning of De- 
cember last, on the day of fasting appointed by 
the Synod. Ii quickly spread through every 
part of the congregation, and chiefly among the 
young. Asmanyas 300 have been known to 
attend at once on the meeting for inquirers; 125 
save been added to the church, of whom 23 are 
heads of families,and 44 are young meu; of these 
3 have commenced a course of preparation for 
the gospel ministry. A number in the congrega- 
ion still remain anxious, Itis deserving of par- 
ticular notice, that of these converts about 30 
were members of Bible Classes, And in the se- 
cond church of Newark also, of a Bible Class 
which 3 years ago did not probably number a 
quarter of its members among the pious now a- 
bout two thirds are professors of religion. 

In the Presbytery of Susquehannah which ex- 
tends over a wide and desolate region, and in- 
cludes sixteen destitute churches, seven or eight 
of which are in the single county of Bradford, 
—the Holy Spirit has been imparted, and has 
wrought a salutary change in the moral aspect 
of some parts of the country. In the congrega- 
tions of Wilksbarre and Kingston, a work of 
grace has been carried on, which has already 
resulted in the addition of fifty to the church of 
Wilksbarre, and twenty-five to that at Kingston,

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WESTERN PREACHER. 

Some time since, the Editor of this paper issued 
proposals for publishing by subscription a month- 
ly periodical work, to be entitled “The Western 
Preacher.” He had two objects in view. One 
was the dissemination of such original discourses 
as would have a tendency to check prevailing er- 
ror, irrigion, and immorality, amd to promote the 
best interests of evangelical truth, of vital, experi- 
mental pi tv,and of sound Christian morality. Th's 
object, which is complex, or comprehending ma- 
nv things in one, he considered important, espe 
cially at the present time, when the most destruc- 
tive errors are assiduously propagated throughout 
the Western States and Territories —when various 
species of immorality abound, to an alarming ex- 
tent and degree, particularly those of intemperance 
and the profanation of the Lord’s day, the latter of 
Which may be justly dttributedgin part to the li- 
centious opinions respecting the obligation of the 
Fourth Commandment which are promulgated in 
the pulpit and from the press—and when the low 
gnd languishing state of religion and growing love 
af the world, in its emoluments, preferments and 
pleasures, seem obviously to require the use ot 
every mean which is calcwiated to com mand the 
attention of men to the great end of their existence. 
In connectagn with the advantages of such a publi- 
cation which have been suggested, the Editop | 
lieved that if such a work could be commenced and 
continued, it might contribute to the improvemen! 
of clergymen themselves, not only in the know 
ledge of the subjects which they might investigate 
in preparing sermons for the press, but also in th 
arrangement, style and composition of their ser 
mons; which are evidently worthy of considerable 
attention in the present aye of progressive literary 
improvement. 

But the Editor had another object in contem 
plation when he issued proposals for publishing 
“The Western Preacher,” and one which he con 
sidered both lawful! and commendable. He hoped 
that the success of this work, besides exerting di 
rectly a salutary religious influence, would enable 
him to improve the Pittsburgh Recorder, in its 
style of execution, and render it amore acceptabl 
and useful vehicle ofintelligence. “The Preacher’ 
was not intended to supersede “the Recorder;” nor 
ds it apprehended that the success of the one would 
iminish the patronage of the other, or contract 
the sphere of its circulation. The subscription 
list of the Recorder is respectable, and is not de- 
creasing: it also contains the names of many who 
are distinguished for punctuality of payment.— 
But it is not sufficiently extensive to defray 
all the expenses of the establishment, and 
purchase those assortments of type and other 
materials which ate requisite to secure and 
incsease its respectability and usefulness. But i: 
was believed, the publication of “The Preacher,” if 
its subscriptien were what might be reasonably 
anticipated, would, in a great measure, supply 
these deficiencies, and enable the Editor to pub- 
lish both ef these works in a handsome style, and 
to procure such assistance as would leave him at 
liberty to devote a greater portion of his time to 
editorial labours.-—Almost all political newspapers 
are assuming an tmproved appearance, elthoug 
their contents relate principally to the affairs of 
the present life: and are the friends of religion in 
disposed to afford the means of improving those 
papers which have for their primary object the 
spiritual and everlasting felicity of men? We hope 
there will not be found reason for such reproac 

But it seems that our expectations ir relation 
to“The Western Preacher” have been too san 
guine. Few lists ofsubscribers’ names have been 
received; and without a considerable and speedy 
accession tothe number, the design must be aban- 
doned. Itis believed, however, that it might suc- 
ceed, by exertion, if the enterprise were popular; 
and why it should be unpopular cannot be easily 
conceived. Some have expressed apprehensions 
that good original sermons could not easily be ob- 
tained. But surely it must be utterly incredible, 
that from the learned clergy of four respectable 
denominations ¢welve original sermons, fit for prb- 
licatjon ina periodical, could not be annually ob- 
tained. Somehave objected to the firice of the 
work; but it inconceivable how ove dollar per an- 
num, paid in advance, for a good purpose, could 
be felt as a burden by any person ia tolerable cir- 
cumstances. The price of “The Nationa! Preach 
er,” isthe same; and it is understood that for that 
publication four or five thousand subscribers have 
been obtained. One thousand subscribers would 
be a sufficient number to justify the commencememt 
of “the W. Preacher;” and this number might be 
exsily procured in 100 congregations within the 
bounds of the Synod of Pittsburgh, to say nothing 
of four-or five other western Synods. 

Some have expressed an indisposition to patro- 
nise “the Western Preacher,” witheut knowing 
by what individuel clereymen the sermons would 
be furnished. The Editor, having mentioned de- 
nominations, supposed tt unvecessafy to mention 
the names of individuals. [t was also a matter of 
some delicacy. But if this objection continues to 
operate on the minds of any, it shall now be re- 
moved. And while we mention a few names,-we 
must not be understood as expressing a compara- 
tive estimate of the talents and attainments of 
other brethren, who may, hereafter, be.requested, 
in the same manner, to furnish sermons for the 
work... In making a selection, we think it proper 
to pay some attention to age, der omination, pres- 
byterial and synodical bounds, and other circum- 
stances. >

BRIEF ESSAYS. 

It is no doubt true, that ‘secret things belong to 
God,’ for he has not made them known; but it is 
also true, that ‘revealed things belong to us and 
to our children.” There is, -consequently, no im- 
propriety in our endeavouring to obtain an insight, 
more or less, into the darkest portions of the Di 
vine Oracles. We neglectour duty, when we ne- 
glect this exercise. The angels of heaven, it is suid, 
desired to ‘look into’ the mysteries of redeeming 
gtace; and it may be, thatthey still pore over the 
pages of our bibles for the purpose of getting deep 
er discoveries of the glorious character of the liv- 
ing God. Hew then can it be wrong in man, to 
whom the sacred writings have been more imme- 
diately given, and to whom they may all be profit- 
able in some way, to bestow his unremitted atten- 
tion to them—not being seon discouraged by dif- 
ticultuues, but persevering in his researches, until 
he comes to such conclusions as may satisfy his 
mind asd do good to his heart? It is not wrong 
in him to to so. On the contrary, itis right. Men 
should beware however, ot ‘wresting’ the things of 
Revelation that are ‘hard to be understood’ to any 
evil purpose whatever, and especially to their 
own and others’ destruction. They ought to’have 
2 constant and solemn care about this matter 
Points which are clearly set forth shoutd be chief. 
ly wttended to, but still points which are wrapped 
up inobscurity should not be overlenked. The 
same Spirit, who dictated them to the inspired 
penmen, can now, by his influences, dispel the 
darkness which involves them, 

These remarks are intended as introductory to 
a few rie essays, in reference to some passages 
| of the Holy Scriptures; which the present writer- 
deeply sensible to of his own weakness—designs 
to puvlish, in this paper, from time to time. 

1 will begin with 1 Cor. xv. 29.—‘Else what 
shall they do, which are baptized for the dead, if 
the dead rise not at all? Why are they then baptiz- 
ed for the dead? 

lhe difficulty here is to ascertain what is meant 
by being baptized for the dead. Various opinions 
have been offered on the subject. Some allege, 
that it refers to apractice, very early in use, of bap- 
izing a living person, in the stead of one who had 
died without baptism. The Marcionites practis- 
ed this profane ceremony. But it cannot be shown 
that the custom had been introduced im the days 
ofthe Apostle Paul. And if it had been, is there 
aby veason W@ suppose, that he would have spoken 





of it’ ortherwise than in terms of decided disappro- 
bation? Surely not. Itis more probable then, that 
the practice was owing te a misinterpretation of 
the passage in question, than that the passage was 
owing tothe prevalence of the practice. 

Others allege, that the word ‘dead’ refers to Je 
sus Christ in whese name, as well as in the names 
ofthe Father and the Holy Ghost, baptism is ad- 
ministered. But the original word for ‘dead’ is 
in the pluralnumber, It is true, that the learnec 
Winer, in his grammar of the Greek Testament, 
quotes an instance or twoof the term vecror be- 
ing used to denote an individual. However, it is 
manifest, that this use of it issingular and awk 
ward; and there,is no probability that the sacred 
writer would have preferred it. 








Others allege, with Dr. Doddridge, that allusion 
is made to the baptism of persons who had em- 
beaced the christian fuith, in the room of the dead 
that had fallen by persecution, in the cause ol 
Christ. But 1 would inquire,’ if there is not come 
degree of absurdity connected with the idea of 
one being baptized, in the room of anether, in any 
way whatever? A baptism rightly administered 
must certainly relate merely to the subject him 
self. It can have no proper reference to others 
either dead or living. To baptize persons, with 
a view to their filling up the piaces of deceased 
professors, would, in itself, have been a thing of 
ioferinr moment; and we can scarcely suppose, 
that the apostle would have advented particularly 
to at. 

What then is the meaning of this passage? | 
reply —The sentence is plainly elliptical; and may 
perhaps, be justly paraphrased in the following 
manner.—Else what shall they do who have been 
baptized or have become christians, for, or on ac- 
count of, or with a view to, the resurrection of 
the dead, if the dead rise not at all? Why then have 
they been baptized for the resurrection of the dead? 

lnis paraphrase will agree precisely with the sub- 
ject—matter of the whole chapter—which is the 
doctrine of the Resurrection. In thiscircumstance, 
we havea powerful argument in favour of its cor 
rectness. Zhe passage may be viewed as an ap- 
peal to the judgment of those whom the apostle 
addressed—puiting it to themselves, whether i) 
was worth while toembr christianity and re- 
ceive baptism, if all their babes were to terminate 
with the present state of existence? 

It may be sufficient to quote two passages of 
Scripture in confirmation of the view now present 
ed. The first isin the 5th chapter of the Epistle 
to the Romans and 4th verse:~-“*Therefore, we 
are buried with him by baptism unto death; that 
ike as Christ was raised up from the dead by the 
giory of the Father, even so we also should walk 
wit: him in newness of life.” The other passage, 
whw.h is very similar, is contained in the 2d chap- 
ter of the Epistie to the Colossians, and the 12th 
verse.--“ Buried with him in baptism, wherein al- 
so ye are risen with him, through the faith of the 
operation of God, who hath raised him from the 
dead.”” Now it appears evident, that these por- 
tions of sacred writ relate to the actual resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ from the grave, and te a epiri 
tual resurrection, in the case of the believer, “tio 
newness of life’’--denoted by his baptism, Bu: 
what is the spiritual resurrection here alluded (o 
the pledge of? Unquestionably of his glorious 
natural resurrection, because Christ, his head, has 
burst the confines ofthe tomb. All this is evident- 
ly implied in those two verses of the Word of God; 
and we may easily perceive how well they coincide 
with theexplanation given above of 1 Car, 15, 29.

MEETING OF CHURCHES IN BOSTON 

In the Recorder & Lelegraph we find an accoun 
of an interesting meeting of the pastors and dele- 
gates of the Evangelical Churches in Boston and 
vicinity, held on the 9th ult. Thirteen churches 
were represented. Accounts were given in th: 
morning of the state of religion in the connection, 
the substance of which was stated at a public meet- 
ing in the evening. 

From this statement it appeared that the whole 
manne Se ren in the churches represented 
1s 1950; all the congregations are in a state @ 
peace; that in allof them Sabbath Schoois exist, 
aid are doing much good, the catechetical instruc- 
tion of children is attended to, church prayer meet 
ings and lectures during the week are held, the 
monthly concert is observed and benevolent ins‘1- 
tutions encouraged; thatin nearly alj Bible classes 
exist, and are highly useful; that in a few of the 
churches religion is in a languishing state, but ina 
majority is fourishing; that in several of the con- 
gregations the Lord is now reviving his work; that 
the cause of truth and piety is decidedly advanc 
ing in this city and the vicinity. The churches re- 
ported as, at this time, blessed with a revival of 
religion are those in Boston. In all these churches 
weekly meetings for inquiry are held, which are 
atténded by between 250 and 300 persons, and fur- 
nish pleasing evidence of the presence and influ- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. In the Union and Hano- 
ver congregations there has been more than usual 
attention for the last six months. At present, these 
and the Old South congregations contain about an 
equal number of inquirers; and in all the congre- 
gations the work appears to be advaucing. 

The sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was then 
administered to not far from one thousand com 
mnicants. The Saviour was present with his peo- 
ple. The season was precious, and will long be 


emembered with gratitude, 

Immediately after the PCblic exercises, the de 
legations met again in the vestry. when the fol- 
lowing votes were passed unanimously. That a 
similar meeting be held semi-annually, and that a 
committee of arrangement be appointed to fix the 
time and place of the next meeting and notify 
the churches.—That such churches represented 
here, as shall request it, be visited by. pastors and 
brethren of other churches in such manner as shail 
be determined by the committee of arrangement. 

All who attended on this occasion, it is believ 
ed, felt it was good to be there. An interest has 
been awakened among the churches represented,

Fa RELIGION IN AUSTRIA. 

The looseuess of morals, so disgraceful to the 
Austrian capital, if not aided, is, at least very little 
restrained by religion, that happy self-satisfaction 
ander certain iniquities, which only quickens our 
pace in the career of guilt, though it may not form 
any part of the coctrines of the Catholic church, is 
an almost infallible consequence of the deceptive 
nature of many parts of her ritual, and exist as a 
fact in every coustry where her hierarchy ig 
dominant, and no extraneous circumstances modi- 
fy its corrupting influence. Popery is the establish- 
ed religion in all the provinces of the empire; but, 
since Joseph II. had the manliness and justice te 
forsake the barbarous policy of his mother, whe 
hunted down even the few straggling Protestants 
that lurked in the mountains of Styria, every other 
form of worship has been tolerated. In Vienna, 
the Lutherans have one meeting-honse, and the 
Calvanists another, placed side by side. The clem 
gymen are excellent preachers, and enjoy a repu 
tation for eloquence and learning, which no Cathe 
lic ecclesiastic surpasses. The congregations, 
though not imposing in numbers, are more thas 
respectablein character and wealth; in bad wee 
ther, the array of carriaves at the Protestant meet- 
ing-houses is met equalled at the doors of any 
Catholic church. The most numerous class of 
Christians not Papists are the adherents of the 
Greek church; they are said to exceed four thoue 
sand, and they have four chapels. The Jews have 
« couple of chapels. Vienna contains many Ie 
raelites of great wealth, and, therefore, of high im- 
portance; it contains still more of those who, te 
gain worldly respectability, have ostensibly become 
cenverts to Christianity. Ey parrizirrer Supe, 
a baptised Jew, is always pronounced as a term of 
contempt. But these persons are rich; and 
Christian youths, like Vespatian, with the produce 
of his tax, find no unseemly odour in the gold ofa

AMERICAN SABBATH SOCIETY. & 
Pir has been proposed to form a National Soci- 
ety, whose object shail be to promote the proper 
observance of the Sabbath. It issaid, aod we 
believe traly t'\at violations of the Sabbath are be- 
coming more frequent and open in our couotry 
and it wou'd seem proper that Christians, of all 
denominations, should unite, heart aod hand, to 
check the crowing evil. A correspondeat of the 
Connecticut Observer nentions in substance the 
following as the principal advantages of such a 
Society 

1. It would have but one object to promote, 
and might therefore bring a great power to bear 
upon a single point. 

2. It would collect and diffuse information 
that would have the happiest effect ix rousing 
theChristian public to becoming efforts to check 
the evil. 

3. The annual meeting would bring the sub- 
ject betore the public mind with such interest 
and effect as would be of the greatest service to 
the cause. 

4. The grand advantage, in whichall the oth 
ers. would centre, would bethe combinatioa of 
moral influence, to effect its object. 

The means should be—not to meddle with law, 
as our moral societies did, and therefore failed; 
leave that to the conscieoce and the oath of the 
magistrate—but to hold up the thing that is 
wrong to public reprehension in all its forms, 
to strip it of all its disguises, and to point out, so 
that they will be seen and felt its muluform evil 
tendenéies.

“By Guayaquil papers to the 29th of August, it appears 
that at a meeting held in Guayaquil on the 28th of 
August, it was resolved--Ist. That the exercise of the so- 
vereignty should be devolved upon Bolivar, the father of his 
country: That the Liberator, being invested with dictatori- 
al power, should take charge of the destinies of the Repub- 
lic: That he shall calla Grand Colombian Convention, to 
fix the Constitation of the Republic: That a copy of the 
foregoing resolutions should be transmitted to his Excellen- 
cy;thatall the departments of the Republic should be invited 
to follow the example of Guyayqui!: and That, until His Ex- 
cellency should arrive and take the Dictatorship, the au. 
thorities of Guayaquil should remain the same, and in the 
saine state as before.” 


Ohio Penitentiary. —The first siatute of this State making 
certain crimes punishable by confinement in the Peniten- 
tiary, was passed January 27, 1815. The frst commitment 
took place the 18th of October following. Since which 
time there have been imprisioned 558, among whoiwn we are 
happy to say there are but five females. Of this number two 
hundred and twenty five have been pardoned by different Go- 
vernors, twenty five have died,a few have made their escape, 
and one hundred and thirty have served out the terms of their 
sentences. Ten were committed for life, (three of whom 
have died)five for twenty-one years, and the balance for dif- 
ferent periods. Fifteen have been committed the second 
time, The eldest of the prisoners whon committed was 75 
years of age, and the youngest fourteen years.

Manufactories of Lyons.—The following account of the 
Manufactures of Lyons, in France, is extracted from a let- 
ter written from that place, by Mr. Carter, who was on his 
way to lialy: 

“On tne secoad day after our arrival, we took a valet de 
place, and went the rounds of the mosi celebrated manufac- 
tories at Lyons, comprising those for drawing gold wire, 
and winding it upon silken thregfis,to compose the braid of 
epauletts; and for weaving velvet, tapestry, stockings, rib- 
bous, and silk stuffs of every description Velvet is woven 
in the same manner as carpets, except that the rod is much 

mailer. Immense quantities of the articie are anaually 

made, and sent to all parts of the world, particularly to Rus- 
sia. The process of weaving tapestry iscomplex and te- 
dious, requiring the utmost altention as weil as patience. 

*Patteras of the richest figures, aud of the fidest textures, 
were showa to us inthe looms. It is @ curious fact, that 
tne most beautiful of these fabric, are destined to the Ame- 
rican market, tobe consumed by the plain Republicans of 
tne United States, Othersof an iaferior quality, but more 
gaudily ornamented with tinsel, are designed for Spanish 
aad ltalian noblemen Ribbons are despatched by the 
wholesale. Twenty of them are warped in the same loom, 
and filled from the same shuttle.” 

‘ ‘In the manufactures of Lyons I was disappointed; not in 
quality of the acticlos—for nothing can excel in richness 
aad beauty some ofthe fabrics---vut in the manner of pro- 
ducing them. There are ao great establishments such as 
are tobe found in Great Britain or even in the United 
Stetes——io wealthy proprietors, who purchase the raw ma- 
terials, employ the labourers,aod vend the goods. The mer- 
chant ts the all in all. He buys the raw silk, and gives 
it out to private families, to be manufactured in small par- 
‘els. is profits are immense, and the poor workmen who 
are obliged to accept of his own terms or starve can barely 
gain a livelihood by incessant toil. Our guide took us to 
perhaps a dozen houses, waich were uniformly filthy, and 
exhibited marks of extreme poverty aod wretcueduess. It 
was not uncommon to see the kitchen, bedroom, aud manu- 
factory, of the miserable tenant, crowded into the same lit- 
tle apartment. [none instance, we saw twenty bars for 
winding silk set in motion by une wheel, which was turned 
like a tread-mili, by an emaciated individual. His servi- 
tude 1s of the most aject and pitiable kind, coatinuing 
from four o'clock in the morning til seven ia the evening 
for the slender pittance of two francsaday. He ts worn to 
a skeleton, and death will apparently soon put an end to his 
toils. Such drudgery is unaccoustable in an age wheo 
steam engines and labour saving machines ire ia general use. 
Che sii« inannfactures are sources of unmense ‘vealth to 
Lyons; but it is wealth to the few and degradation to the ma- 
ny—a state of society, above all others to be avorded ”
